I was egged on by 
Jackie KASLMZ and a friend up in Wisconsin, and started studying for that 
a few days before. I still don't have the slightest about the voltage over cur- 
rent phase lead when R=... well, you get my drift. I don't think I learned that 
way back when anyway. Nor do I have a clue how to adjust plate and grid 
on a tube amp. Last tubes I saw were in my brother's guitar amp. Hah! 

I am now trying to figure out all the nearly 100 menus in the Yaesu FT-

in, LDG AT-897 auto tuner mounted on the side, LDG FT Meter, and not 
hooked up, an LDG 6 antenna switch.

1 1/2 Cups graham cracker crumbs Filling:

Topping: 3/4 Cup granulated sugar 
1 Cup sour cream 4 Eggs, separated 
2 Tablespoons sugar 3 Tablespoons all-purpose flour 
1/2 Teaspoon vanilla extract 1 Teaspoon vanilla extract 


1 Teaspoon ground cinnamin 
1/2 Teaspoon ground ginger 
1/4 Teaspoon ground nutmeg 
1/4 Teaspoon salt
